But he 
points out that inaRmucli as S_'"),(j.")7 per- 
sons (being nearly 1 in 36 of the popula- 
tion) were either apprehende<i, proceed- 
etl agalrst, or cited, neither the criniinal 
ataft nor the cost could be deemed ezces- 
•ive. Of this enormous number but 94.- 
S67 were arrested for ofrt'iiccs a^^ainst tht; 
peraon. and 122,701 for those agt.inRt 
property. Mr. Vincent is a staunch up- 
hoMt v of cHjutal pniiisliiiii'iit. He be- 
lieveb that it is due to the certainty of 
this being inflicted that London had far 
ffwcr capital crinifs tlian P;iris, B»'rlin 
and Vienna. In Ureal liritain about fifty 
per cent, of thoee sentenced to death are 
exct iitc'l, in France less than forty-six 
yvi cent., in Austria about two percent, 
and in (iermany only one-flfth i>» r rent. 
He firmly believes tlomtingto be the best 
deterrent to crimes of personal violence. 

The first public action since the Sii- 
pienie (' )uri (l«'ciiled against the consti- 
tutionality of the civil rights law is th t 
taken by Senator Brown, of Georgia, as 
President of the State Boad of Georgia 
and head of the Georgia syndicate. He 
has announced that the policy he in- 
tenda to pnrsiit> in rcK|K('t to persons of 
both races traveling ou tlie Western and 
Atlantlo Bailroad ia to provide aeparate 
care for tiic- whiteaand blades, wiiii as 
comfortable accommodation for the col- 
ored people paying tbe same price as 
that provided for the wliite.

In 
tiie States £a8t of the Potomac, and 
pro1>ably also in Virginia under the Ma- 
lione rule, tlie interniixiii;,' of white and 
colored people ou the trains will, it is to 
be presumed, be permitted as usual. 
Kast of Maryland the coloii M ]■(■., pie 
form so small a sprinkling of pavsi ngers 
that it would entail a heavy expense 
upon coiiipiinics to lun si'i);irate cars for 
their exclusive um-, and even in Mary- 
it te Just to say that the colored people 
aa a rule have shown themselves to be 
ao well bi'liaved tliut the whites have no 
just cause to oompUin of them. Long 
before the Supreme Court deeision was 
announced the relations between the 
two races were being quietly adjusted by 
mutual though tacit consent. It was a 
law that bad been Ignored on both aides, 
and the only effect of its remaining on 
tbe Btatate book would have baaa to eo*
